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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fukawa et al, U.S. 
Patent 5,790,588, hereinafter Fukawa. 

3. Referring to claim 12, Fukawa teaches a standard spread spectrum receiver in figure 6. 
The receiving part (20) of the figure contains an antenna (25) that receives the transmitted wave. 
The received wave is amplified by the low-noise amplifier (26) and multiplied by the carrier 
signal CW fi*om the carrier signal generator (27) thereafter being input into the low pass filter 29. 
This operation corresponds to down converting and the low pass filter outputs the spread 
baseband received signal (RF unit for converting a received signal of a carrier frequency 
received from an antenna to a baseband signal (column 8, lines 7-22). Fukawa goes on to teach 
in figure 8 a matched filter and a correlator which outputs the correlations between the short code 
and the despread baseband modulated signal (a matched filter for receiving input of a baseband 
signal and calculating a correlation value by using a short period code) (column 11, lines 19-37). 
Fukawa also teaches that short codes have a code period of the same length as that of the symbol 
period and the long code has a very long period corresponding to tens or hundreds of symbol 
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lengths (symbol length of a shot code is smaller than a first short period code) (column 1, lines 
47-52, figure 2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 13 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 14-20 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 29 December 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

7. In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation that "claim 12 sets forth that the base 
station transmits a control signal via perch channels such that a long period code assigned to the 
base station and a first short period code are mapped in a first section of one slot of a perch 
channel" has not been given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A 
preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of 
a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on 
the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to 
stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 
F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951).
